From the above table it will be seen that, relatively to the live 
stock totals, the incidence of disease among animals in Ireland 
remained light in 1911. Reported outbreaks of disease in cattle 
and in sheep were, on the whole, considerably fewer than in the 
preceding year. The contrary was, however, the case as regards 
disease in swine. There was also a small increase in outbreaks 
of disease among horses. 

Ten outbreaks of Anthrax, involving the death of 12 cattle and 
3 horses, were recorded in 1911. Some of 
anthrax. • . these outbreaks occurred in localities where 

the disease had previously been known, but, 
for the most part, the cases were of an isolated character affording 
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no probable ground of connection with preceding outbreaks. No 
precise information was obtained as to the medium of infection. 
One of the outbreaks, in connection with which 5 cattle had died, 
gave rise to much alarm in the neighbourhood, and, at the urgent 
request of the Local Authority, powers were given, by Orders 
under Section 19 of the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, for the 
destruction (with compensation to the owner) of all the remain- 
ing cattle in the herd in which the disease had appeared. 

The number of reported outbreaks of Bovine Tuberculosis 
coming under notice in 1911 was 188, having 
bovine reference to 195 animals, 45 of which were 

tuberculosis. stated to suffer from disease of the udder and 
149 from emaciation. These are much lower 
figures than were recorded in the preceding year, when reports 
were received embracing 4*27 animals, 64 of which were affected 
in the udder and 352 emaciated. It is probable that the mam 
cause of the diminution is an increasing reluctance on the part 
of owners to notify tubercular cases owing to the fact that, so far, 
there is no provision for slaughter and compensation in such 


In consequence of outbreaks of Foot and Mouth Disease m 
England in 1911 in five distinct groups, it 
precautions became requisite, for a considerable part of 
against foot and the year, to maintain special restrictions on 
mouth disease. the importation into Ireland from across 
Channel of ruminant animals and swine, and 
also of hay and straw. Furthermore, on the appearance of the 
disease (which had first manifested itself in Surrey) so far west- 
ward as Somersetshire, the additional step was taken of requiring 
the disinfection on landing of any cattle drovers or dealers return- 
ing to Ireland from Bristol Channel Ports and from Plymouth. 
All these precautions were in operation at the close or the yeai , 
but it has happily been possible to withdraw theni since owing 
to the suppression of the disease in Great Britain. There was no 
extension of the. malady to Ireland and nearly twenty-eight yeais 
have now elapsed since any case of Foot and Month Disease was 
recorded in this country. 

In 1911 two outbreaks of Glanders occurred. Three horses 
were affected, two of which were slaughtered 
glanders or and one died. These outbreaks took place 
FARCY within a comparatively narrow area— tiie 

neck of land at the . base of the peninsula 
between Loughs Foyle and Swilly. As it was not clear on 
inquiry, whether the disease might not hare extended, and as 
the origin of the outbreaks was obscure, it was decided to arrange 
for a house-to-house inspection of horses, asses, and mules 
throughout the peninsula. In the course of such inspection the 
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premises of over 4, QUO different owners were visited mnl 6.400 
animals were examined, bat no further ease of the disease was 
discovered. 

n ur i na 1911 the position as regards Parasitic Mange was 
6 practically as favourable as in the preceding 

parasitic m.axge. year. While the outbreaks increased slightly 
from 62 to 64 there was, on the other hand, 
a slight diminution (from 82 to 80) in the number of animals 
affected. . 

Sheen Scab continues to be the most widely distributed of the 
scheduled diseases affecting animals in lre- 
s keep SCAB. land. Two only of the Irish counties- Clare 
and Monaghan— appeared to be free from 
this maladv in 1911. The aggregate of outbreaks for the year- 
shows however, considerable improvement in comparison with 
1910. In the earlier year 463 outbreaks were recorded as against 
345 in the latter. 


Full attention was given throughout the year to enforcing 
(a.) The usual stringent procedure in connection with parti- 
cular outbreaks ; and 

(6.) The compulsory dipping of sheep generally as a protection 
against the disease. 

Other precautionary steps taken daring the period included 
(c ) The issue of 'a special Order relating to the Curragh of 
Kildare, an area to which large numbers of sheep from 
neighbouring districts come for grazing during a part ot 
each year, and which the Local Authority were con- 
sequentlv desirous should be as far as possible safe- 
guarded against infection ; and 

(d.) The initiation, in respect of certain mountain districts 
where sheep are largely kept and which are but poorly 
provided with facilities for dipping, of efforts to induce 
either the landowners or the Local Authorities to 
establish additional dipping tanks of a permanent nature 
at certain suggested sites. 


The Order referred to at (c), which is being executed and 
enforced by the Local Authority, has, so far, worked satisfactory, 
and the. Curragh appears to be now free from infection. borne 
measure of success is also being experienced m connection with 
the representations alluded to at id.) 

New Dipping Orders were issued in 1911. The changes which 
thev effected had reference, however, only to declarations m 
respect of dipping. The limits of the dipping periods remained 
the same as in 1910. 
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The particulars for 1911, as furnished to the Department, 
respecting the numbers of sheep dipped in each dipping period 
in the several administrative counties are as follows : —

The position as regards Swine Fever in Ireland in 1911 was 
less satisfactory than in the previous year. 

SWINE FEVER. The total number of outbreaks recorded was 
178 as against 106 m 1910. The great 
majority of the outbreaks occurred, however, in the Metropolis 
and neighbourhood. Outside the area comprising Dublin City 
and County and the adjoining County of Kildare the mmdence of 
the disease was extremely light. There were 16 counties m 
which no outbreak was confirmed, and 9 others with a record of 
only one outbreak each for the veal’. 
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The continued prevalence of Swine Fever m the County 
Borough of Dublin is a matter in relation to which it has been 
deemed desirable to draw the special attention of the Local 
Authority to the structural defects of tile existing Swine Market, 
which militate against the proper carrying out of cleansing and 
disinfection and thus probably tend to nullity efforts loi sup- 
pression of the disease. The question ot the improvement of 
this Market is somewhat complicated at present bv the totliei 
question of a possible change of site, but it is understood that 
tile whole matter is receiving consideration. 


3. EXPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

In 1811 the volume of Irish export traffic in live stock fell 
appreciably below the normal. Two principal causes contributed 
to this state, of affairs, viz., the conditions of drought prevailing 
throughout tile Summer which necessarily slackened the demand 
for grazing animals and the disorganisation of the railway service 
owing to labour troubles in the Autumn which, lor a time, 
reduced the flow of stock to the Ports. As compared with 1910 
the cattle exports, though showing an increase ot 9,706 head m 
the fat cattle class, are down, on the total ot all classes by 
173 652 head Slieep exports also fell by 74,532. head, but there 
was an increase of 18,269 head in exports of swine Horse 
exports also were well maintained, showing only tile slight 
decrease of 184 head. Altogether, taking every description ot 
stock, the net decrease in exports for 1911 in comparison with 
the preceding year was 229,995 head. 


4. IMPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

The volume of the import traffic in live stock into Ireland m 
1911 was also considerably lower than in the year preceding. I he 
causes of this decrease were not, however, altogether the same as 
those affecting the export traffic. The principal reason of 
diminution in the imports was the special restrictions on admission 
of ruminants from Great Britain, which, as mentioned earlier in 
this statement, had to he maintained for a substantial part ot the 
year 1911 owing to the outbreaks of Foot and Month Disease, in 
that country. Imports of sheep fell in consequence by 21,912 
head and of breeding cattle by 171 head. There "'as an 
increase of 1,020 head in the number of horses imported. Other 
kinds of stock are imported only in trifling numbers at any time. 
Altogether the net decrease in the live stock imports for 1911 as 
compared with 1910 was 21,076 head.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF INSPECTOR, VETERINARY 
BRANCH. 

The Report for this year follows the form in which it was pre- 
sented last year. The diseases affecting Horses, Asses, and 
Mules, will be dealt with first, and then those affecting Cattle, 
Sheep, and Swine. 

Horses, Asses, and Mules. 

At the termination of 1910 an inquiry was in progress with 
reference to the existence of Glanders in the 
glanders. Counties of Londonderry and Donegal. On 
the 17th of February, 1911, an outbreak was 
confirmed in the County of Londonderry, and a further outbreak 
occurred on the 17th of May in the County of Donegal. These 
outbreaks, as far as inquiry into their history could reveal, were 
isolated, and had no connection with each other. The premises 
whereon the affected animals were located were effectually 
cleansed and disinfected. It was deemed desirable that a 

house to house inspection of equine animals should be carried 
out in the district where these cases arose, as previously there had 
been some outbreaks of the disease, the origin of which could not 
be satisfactorily ascertained. Certain portions of the County 
Donegal were accordingly dealt with — especially those' which 
it was considered covered a district large enough to include 
animals which might have been in contact with anv horses 
affected in the previous outbreaks. The Veterinary Inspectors 
engaged in the duty carried out an exhaustive inquiry, the results 
of which are hereunder tabulated : —

No case of Glanders or Farcy was discovered on any premises 
during the course of this house to house inspection ; nor was 
any outbreak of the disease discovered or reported during 
the remaining portion of the year. During the inspection two 
horses were suspected to be suffering from Glanders. One of 
these eventually died, but the post-mortem exami nations showed 
that it had not been suffering from that disease prior to death ;

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This return indicates that the persons who follow this mode of 
living and who use horses either for exhibition or for the purposes 
of haulage are now in the habit of giving greater attention to their 
animals than was their custom some years ago. The special in- 
spection also acts as a deterrent to laxity in other directions, such 
as in the matter of feeding, housing, and general caving of such 
animals. The Veterinary Inspectors instructed to attend to this 
duty report that the animals appear to be in better condition on 
the'occasion of recent visits than had formerly been noticeable. 

No cases of any other scheduled disease affecting horses were 
detected during the year. The requirement 
other diseases. which has been in existence with reference to 
Dourine continues to be enforced. This is a 
disease which is not indigenous to Ireland, and in the case of any 
importation of foreign horses, special reference to the freedom 
from this disease was required in the Certificate prescribed before 
any horse was allowed to land. 


Cattle. 


A comparatively large number o£ inquiries were held dining 
the year into suspected outbreaks ot Anthrax 
anthrax. in various parts of the country, and careful 
investigation of the material obtained from 
the scene of these suspected outbreaks has been carried out in the 
Laboratory attached to this Branch, with the result that 
in 10 instances the existence of disease was confirmed. 
It is noticeable in those Counties where the fattening 
of animals is a popular industry that the number of outbreaks is 
greater than in other centres. On reference to the statistical 
tables at the end of this report particulars will be iound ot the 
outbreaks of the disease and the districts in which they were 
found. The Local Authority of the County of Wexford took a 
somewhat unusual course in reference to the eradication of an 
outbreak of Anthrax, inasmuch as they determined upon the 
slaughter of all cattle which had been in contact with the affected 
ones. In other districts, only the affected animals which died 
had to be dealt with, and no further extensions of the disease took 


place. ■ ■ e 

There is great difficulty is satisfactorily tracing the origin ot 
outbreaks of Anthrax. In previous Reports reference has been 
made to the number of sources of infection that exist . particularly 
in connection with the. transit of food stuffs, and in an ^earlier 
paragraph the fattening of animals, where imported food stuffs 
are used for the purpose, is referred to as likely to be a source of 
origin of disease. No other scheduled disease than Anthrax 
affecting the bovine species arose during the course of the year 
demanding anv special reference in this Report. 

As regards Tuberculosis, the Returns obtained in connection 
with the. “Bovine Tuberculosis Notification (Ireland) Order of 
1910,” which was issued in January of that year, indicate that a 
number of cases are reported in which general emaciation of the 
animals is observed, or where an affection of the udder is regarded 
as of Tubercular origin. These records, however, have only been 
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obtained lor statistical purposes, and until some more definite step 
can be taken to treat Tuberculosis as a scheduled disease, and to 
provide for the payment of compensation in cases of slaughter, 
it is improbable that its true extent and ramifications x\ill be 
realised. 

Sheep. 

A Diagram is presented showing the variations in the monthly 
numbers of outbreaks during three years past. 
sheep scab. Dittle comment on these variations is 
necessary. The rise and fall are similar from 
year to year. Keference to all previous Tables indicates that 
during the period from June to September there is less Sheep 
Scab in Ireland than from October to May, the greatest number 
of outbreaks being recorded at the time of the year when the fleece 
is thickest, and the animals are brought together in closer con- 
tact. During the summer months they are out at grass, many 
are scattered over long ranges of grazing ground and the 
opportunities of contact are not so great. Besides, the time of 
year admits of dipping being resorted to with greater effect. 

The figures in connection with the outbreaks of disease and the 
number of sheep attacked for some years past are set forth in 
the Table hereunder. The Table shows that the number of out- 
breaks has fallen considerably, as well as the number of sheep 
attacked. Owners of sheep are becoming more alive to the 
advantages to be gained by regular dipping, and several of the 
Local Authorities are using their influence in various directions 
to have this hygienic procedure carried out systematically and 
thoroughly. 

Sheep. 

The Table hereunder contains a record since 1904 to date of the 
number of outbreaks occurring during each 
sheep scab. year, and the total number of sheep attacked 
— as far as statistics are available.

An illustration of the benefit to be derived from regular dipping 
of sheep may be quoted. At the Gurragh, in the County of Kil- 
dare, sheep are received from various parts of the surrounding 
country, under conditions laid down by the authorities 
having control of the Curragli lands. A considerable 
number of outbreaks of Sheep Scab on this large run occurred 
during each year. Steps were taken to establish suitable arrange- 
ments for the proper dipping of these sheep at comparatively 
short intervals, while grazing, and before returning to their home- 
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steads. This course of action has almost stamped out the disease 
in that particular district, and the grazing value of the lands has 
consequently been enhanced. If this system of adequate dipping 
were followed in connection with many of the mountain ranges — 
and there does not appear to be any feasible reason why it should 
not be carried out — the total number of outbreaks of the disease 
might be expected to decrease very materially. Some Local 
Authorities are endeavouring to make arrangements for the con- 
struction of a number of dipping tanks in suitable places on the 
mountain ranges, more especially in the County of Waterford, and 
it is fully expected that great advantage will result to the sheep 
industry. 

During the year and at a time when the special house to 
house inspection of equine animals was being carried out in the 
County of Donegal in connection with outbreaks of Glanders or 
Farcy, referred to earlier in this Report, an opportunity was 
taken on every available occasion of inspecting the sheep at the 
owners’ homesteads. Flocks were inspected in the course of this . 
duty to the number of 114, covering a total of 1,355 head, and it 
is satisfactory to be able to report that only in one 
ease was Sheep Scab detected. The sheep owners in the 
district dealt with are farmers having grazing rights on 
the mountains, who usually keep only a small number 
of sheep, and in some instances the animals were away on the 
gtazing lands at the time of the Inspectors’ visits. As the sheep 
runs extend in many cases over a very large area, and are without 
any barrier or substantial boundary, it was not practicable to 
follow np the animals to make an inspection. It was only prac- 
ticable to deal with them when the sheep were at the homestead 
or had been collected for clipping or similar purposes ; conse- 
quently, the duty in this case could not well be very comprehen- 
sive. The conditions of the sheep industry in the locality referred 
to are incidentally mentioned to show that every ‘ available 
opportunity is taken of making an inspection which may prove of 
advantage. 

In the introductory section of this Report, particulars are given 
of the number of sheep which were dipped in the course 
of the year in both the summer and autumn periods — returns 
Vhich are extremely instructive. 


Swine. 

For several years past, by far the greatest number of outbreaks 
of this disease in Ireland have occurred in the 
swine fever. Province of Leinster, and the City and 
County of Dublin produced a far greater pro- 
portion of disease than any other part of the Province. The 
records for 1911 show the same prevalence of the disease in the 
districts referred to. A glance at the Return, Map, and Diagram, 
which are presented, will support the statement as to the 
localities where the outbreaks of Swine Fever have been most 
numerous.

It is to be regretted that there has not yet been any satisfactory 
improvement in the condition of the Dublin Metropolitan bwme 
Market, of which complaint was made in the Report for 1910 and 
previously. Until this market is put into proper sanitary con- 
dition it cannot be expected that the outbreaks of the disease 
traceable to the exhibition of swine thereat will much dimmish, 
as it seems to be the great distributing centre of infection for the 
County and City of Dublin. 

The sum of money paid during the year by -way of compensation 
to owners for slaughtered swine has been in-

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.This process was carefully carried out as usual in connection 
will) all premises where Swine Fever was 
cleansing and found to exist or on which in-contact swine, 
disinfection. the subject of suspicion, had been located, or 
where the result of a post-mortem examina- 
tion was of an indefinite character, and where no further slaughter 
was possible no swine remaining on the premises. On twenty 
additional places the process was also carried out, as, although no 
csscof Swine Fever was actually confirmed thereon, the existence 
of the disease had been suspected, and it was deemed advisable to 
take this precautionary measure. 

The Table hereunder contains particulars as to slaughter of 
swine, percentage of disease, etc., under the 
slaughter and headings set forth. It will be observed that 
post-mortem as regards the percentage of disease found 
results. among slaughtered swine there has been an 
e r , . increase of about 1J, per cent, above the 
figure for last year, which of itself showed an increase of 1 per 
cent., approximately, over the record for the year 1909.

suspected cases of Swine Fever are transmitted to Dublin under 
special conditions and circumstances, for examination and con- 
firmation. 

The total number of carcases of swine which had been found, 
either in by-ways, ashpits, or other places of 
carcases found in deposit, without having been brought under 
by- ways, etc. the notice of the authorities concerned, 

amounted during the year to 19, being a 
slight increase over the records for two or three years past, but 
very far less than the number which used to be observed during 
the early part of the decade, when the total number of carcases so 
found amounted to as many as 60 or 70. Of the 19 

cases above referred to, 15 were traced to the homesteads from 
which the carcases had been taken, and it is satisfactory to 
he able to report that in no instance was the death of the swine 
due to Swine Fever; but it would have been safer and more 
satisfactory if the owners of these swine had immediately brought 
them under suitable notice, so that an opportunity might be had 
of following the usual procedure. 

The accompanying Return indicates that the amount of duty 
performed under this head was com- 

house to house paratively slight, and was carried out 

inspections. only in three centres— Dublin City and 
portions of the County Carlow' and 
the County Wexford. The result was entirely negative 

so far as the detection of disease was concerned. Taking 
into account the fact stated in an earlier paragraph that the County 
Borough of Dublin was the locality in which by far the greater 
number of outbreaks of the disease were discovered, the result of 
this house to house inspection in that Borough seems to require 
some comment, as the question might arise how it has happened 
that all these swine in the course of that inspection were found 
free from Swine Fever. The explanation is that when the In- 
spectors are engaged on this class of duty, they have instructions 
not- to enter any premises under restrictions, either as the scene 
of a confirmed outbreak of the disease, or as having swine thereon 
which are the subject of suspicion. An encouraging feature of the 
Return, taken in connection with this pxplanation, becomes, 
therefore, evident, namely, that at the time of this inspection 
everything had been made known by swine owners as to the 
existence, or supposed existence, of the disease.

Inspections of swine entered for exhibition at Agricultural 
Shows, as well as all those in contact at the 
agricultural homesteads, have been carried out with un- 
shows. remitting care, as in previous years. The 
Return for 1911, when compared with that 
for the previous year, indicates that the number of Shows in con- 
nection with which it w r as considered necessary to make inspec- 
tions has been somewhat less. The total number of swine 
exhibited shows a. considerable increase, though the number of 
exhibitors and the total number of swine inspected at the home- 
steads are both somewhat less. It is very satisfactory to have 
again to report that these special inspections produced negative 
results, as far as the detection of Swine Rover was concerned, and 
that no outbreak of the disease occurred on any of the premises to 
which the swine were removed after the conclusion of each 
exhibition.

Among the diseases which happily appear to have been 
elfectively eradicated from Ireland is that 
rabies. known as Babies. It will be observed from 

the Table in the Appendix that no case of this 
disease has occurred in this country since the year 1903. As it 
has never been indigenous to Ireland, and can only be kept from 
being imported by special regulations, such were promulgated, 
and at present there are certain Orders issued by the Department 
which govern the admission of Dogs, and the enforcement of the 
provisions of these Orders has protected the country from the 
invasion of the disease. 

It is desirable to direct the special attention of persons who are 
interested in the keeping of dogs, either for 
sheep worrying, use or companionship, to the fact that at 
times these animals cause considerable loss 
through their habit of worrying sheep, particularly in districts 
where sheep farming forms one of the staple industries. It is not 
possible to expect wholly to put an end to this habit, but a great 
deal might be done on the part of owners and others interested if 
the provisions of the “ Dogs (Ireland) Order of 1906,” relating to 
the special supervision of these animals were more effectively 
carried out. This Order gives power to Local Authorities to make 
regulations for the wearing by dogs of collars, on which the name 
and address of the owner are legibly shown, and also for the 
special control of these animals between sunset and sun- 
rise. The necessity for adequately carrying out the duty 
imposed under this Order is very strongly indicated by the fact 
that in the years 1909, 1910, and 1911; 1870, 1815, and 1732, 
sheep, respectively, w r ere reported to have been killed in Ireland 
through their having been worried by dogs. The number of 
persons made amenable for this large amount of damage was com- 
paratively small, namely, 264, 251, and 309 respectively, for the 
three years named. It seems, therefore, natural to conclude that 
the dogs, on leaving their owners’ residences, had wandered to 
districts where it was not possible to identify them , owing to the 
absence of a collar suitably marked with particulars of their 
ownership, and these wandering animals inflicted upon the owners 
of sheep the serious losses which are above indicated. It is not, 
however, to be understood that the amount of damage done is 
covered by the cases shown and reported upon, because owners 
may be disposed to put up with their losses in the hope that they 
will later be able to find the animal that is doing the damage and 
deal with it in the manner which seems most suitable. 

Other Animals. 

The measures taken by the Department to prevent the introduc- 
tion into this country of diseases of a contagious character through 
the medium of imported animals have been thoroughly main- 
tained, and no animals other than those named in the foregoing 
sections of this Report have been landed in Ireland except on 
certain occasions for zoological requirements, and but very few 

b 3 
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for this specific purpose. The keeping of fancy animals on 
private premises to form small menageries for the benefit of the 
few could not very well be encouraged, having regard to all the 
risks which would probably arise from importing such animals 
from foreign countries, where a number of contagious diseases 
affecting animals are known to exist. The method of procedure 
adopted in connection with animals for location in public Zoolo- 
gical G-ardens has been followed throughout the course of the 
year, and the usual care taken for their isolation for a pre- 
cautionary period, and subsequent inspection. 

Carcases Washed Ashore. 

The precaution of making examinations of the carcases of 
animals found washed ashore, on the Irish coast was instituted for 
the purpose of seeing whether any of them were the subject of any 
of the scheduled diseases, and also of ascertaining whether they 
were of Irish origin, or were cast off from passing vessels coming 
from foreign shores, as it was anticipated disease might probably 
be imported by this means. However, up to the present it is 
satisfactory to record that none of the animals cast upon our 
shores has been found to be affected with any disease of a con- 
tagious nature, so far as it was possible to ascertain.

Of course, in many instances, the decomposition of a carcase 
had advanced to such a stage that an examination was impossible. 
I he reports received from the Officers who have the duty of deal- 
ing with these carcases indicate that in almost every instance they 
had reason to believe that the animals had fallen into the sea 
tram the land or been washed or blown oft in times of flood or 
storm. I be Table given above indicates that a considerably 

smaller number of carcases had to be dealt with during 1911 than 
in the preceding year-a total of 79, as compared with 127. 
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General Observations. 

Attention might be drawn, in conclusion of this Report, to 
the work performed at the Laboratory 
diagnosis attached to this Branch of the Department, 
laboratory. and elsewhere in connection therewith. The 
Laboratory has been very largely availed of 
by local practitioners and others throughout the country, and 
material of various descriptions has been submitted for. examina- 
tion in connection with suspected cases of Tuberculosis, Actino- 
mycosis, Anthrax, Abortion, Sterility, Sheep Scab, Parasitic 
Mange, Diseases of Poultry, &c. The Laboratory was originally 
intended for purposes of diagnosis of scheduled diseases, but its 
scope of usefulness has considerably extended, and instead of the 
occasional assistance of one Departmental Officer for the examina- 
tion of specimens, preparation of cultures, etc., two are now re- 
gularly employed, and sometimes additional help is necessary 
according to the amount of material submitted and the -work to be 
carried out. It has not been practicable to carry out investiga- 
tions or experiments in connection with living animals, such as 
Cattle and Swine, at the site of the Laboratory itself, and other 
premises have had to be engaged at Glin, Co. Limerick, in con- 
nection more particularly with Abortion in Cattle, Tuberculosis, 
Swine Lever, and “ Glin Disease” in Swine. These investiga- 
tions and experiments indicate clearly that so far as “Glin 
Disease ” is concerned, only the fringe of the work has been 
touched, and further extended experiments will be necessary to 
determine definitely the nature and characteristics of this malady 
The question of “Glin Disease ” formed an important section of 
this Report for the year 1909. 


With regard more particularly to Anthrax, Ireland not being 
extensive y a manufacturing country obtaining its supply of raw 
matenal from foreign sources, a custom which obtains in many 
parts of Great Britain, it is hardly so likely to be attacked with 
t0 S ?, m< r proportionately. It has been recog-

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been so far safeguarded by the method of immunisation, that no 
case of Abortion has occurred on the premises for upwards of 
twelve months. Speaking generally, however, it is too early yet 
to conclude definitely that these herds can be entirely discharged 
as free from the danger of further attack until the experiments in 
connection with each have been fully matured and the foetus has 
been carried its full time. It may be sufficient to say that where 
the instructions of the Officers of the Department have been 
rigidly adhered to and due care given by owners to render that 
assistance which is the backbone of all experimental work a very 
reassuring measure of success has been realised in connection 
with this important section of experimental research. The 
number of animals operated upon has been somewhat large, 
although the number of individual herds found suitable for carry- 
ing out operations has been comparatively restricted for the 
present. The fact that the Department was experimenting in 
the direction indicated has brought applications of all descriptions 
from various districts, both in Ireland and other parts of the 
United Kingdom, but it has been considered desirable to decline 
to take any action outside of this country, as such would scarcely 
be within the- province of this Branch. Many applications from 
owners resident in Ireland have also had to be postponed, as the 
intentions of the owners were such that it would net be prac- 
ticable to carry the experiments to maturity, and the object of 
their application was rather with a view to improving their herds 
from a trade standpoint. Furthermore, that assistance w r ould not 
be rendered to the- Department which would help in determining 
what would be the best course to follow under conditions different 
from those which had been observed in connection with other 
herds. It is hoped that during the year 1912 further progress will 
be made in connection with this question of combating Abortion 
and Sterility in Cattle, but to accomplish this some re-adjustment 
and extension of the arrangements will require to be provided, 
lhe total number of animals reported as suspected cases of 
scheduled disease has been considerably 
reported cases, larger during the course of the year 1911 than

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It is hardly necessary to make any special comments as regards 
the peculiarities of this Table, as they are sufficiently indicated 
by the figures showing increase and decrease. However, attention 
might be directed to the figures in connection with Tuberculosis, 
which show a very marked decrease, from 403 in 1910 to 188 
during this year. As this is not a scheduled disease, except for 
notification purposes, it is premature to attempt to draw con- 
clusions from these figures, and it will require several years of 
similar records and closer investigation into the disease itself than 
is contemplated by the Order at present in force before an 
adequate conclusion can be arrived at. 

Generally speaking, with the exception of Swine Fever, there 
is reason to feel satisfied with the conditions and circumstances in 
reference to live stock in Ireland, so far as the prevalence of 
contagious disease is concerned. It is extremely gratifying to be 
able to point out that although Great Britain experienced during 
the year several invasions of Foot-and- Mouth Disease, yet this 
country enjoyed freedom from its attack. This is a matter of con- 
siderable importance to all persons who in any way derive a source 
of income from the rearing and sale of ‘animals which are 
susceptible to this disease. 

In concluding the report, reference should again be suitably 
made to the valuable assistance which has been willinMv 
rendered to the Veterinary Branch by the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police and the Royal Irish Constabulary, as well as the special 
Police Staffs in Dublin and Belfast, in connection w r ith the various 
duties which have devolved upon them in furthering the efforts 
made towards the eradication of contagious disease among 
animals.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING TRANSIT INSPECTOR, 
VETERINARY BRANCH, ON THE TRANSIT OF 
ANIMALS. 


The year 1911 was not a satisfactory one for the Irish live stock 
trade. 

STATE OF THE During the spring there were indications 
cattle trade, of a profitable year, and high prices were 
then obtainable for the better class of store 
cattle, but the long continued drought which followed destroyed 
the prospects of a continuance of prosperity in the trade, and at 
a later period large numbers of store cattle,’ owing to the shortage 
of grass, realised less in the markets than the amounts at which 
they nad been purchased. As the year advanced the scarcity 
of fodder again affected the sale of stores, and the demand for 
this class of cattle for stall feeding was, consequently, further 
diminished. 
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The effects of the drought were also seriously felt in the fat 
cattle trade. Animals required for beef purposes — unless fed on 
artificial food — did not reach the point of finish necessary to 
attract high prices, and the markets being overstocked with poor, 
coarse or unfinished beasts the values realised did not compare 
favourably with those ruling in 1910. 

The difficulty of disposing of animals of an inferior class has 
again been a striking feature at all markets and fairs. 

As had been the case for some time past, dairy cattle which 
gave promise of good milking qualities were much sought for, but 
the demand continued to be greater than the supply. 

The sheep trade, on the whole, was a disappointing one. 
Foreign and colonial mutton glutted the markets, and the prices 
obtained for liome-bred sheep during portions of the year left only 
a low margin of profit to the sellers. 

In the latter half of the year a serious drop occurred in the 
price of pigs. The railway strike prevented the purchase of these 
animals at many fairs and markets, and, in a large measure, it 
was responsible for the losses which were experienced in the 
trade. , The pig markets, for the time being, were very sparsely 
supplied, hut upon the settlement of the strike they became 
glutted and the feeders lost heavily as a consequence. 

The outlook about the end of the year was distinctly more 
hopeful, and prices for live stock, generally, showed considerable 
improvement. 

The subjoined comparative tables afford an indication of the 
supplies at certain of the Irish fairs and 

Irish fairs and markets ; and in the case of Ballinasloe the 
markets. numbers of sold and unsold animals for the 
years 1910 and 1911 are shown.

As might be expected, the unsatisfactory state of the live stock 
markets in 1911 adversely affected the 
movement of volume of traffic in animals conveyed in that 
animals by period over the Irish railways, taken as a 
railway. whole. It will be observed from the table 
hereunder that there was a decrease in each 
description of live stock carried, as compared with 1910, 
with the exception of swine — a class of animals not seriously 
affected by the dry summer, and in regard to which the high 
prices which ruled in 1910 seem to have induced increased breed- 
ing and rearing in the country.

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The attention of the Department has again been directed to the 
practice which prevails in many parts of the 
holding or fairs country of exposing live stock for sale on the 
on streets. public thoroughfares of towns, and reference 
has been, made to the abusive treatment to 
which animals are liable in such circumstances, the obstruction 
caused to ordinary traffic in the streets, the danger to pedestrians, 
and, from a sanitary aspect, the objectionable condition of the 
thoroughfares after occupation by so many animals. 

In a number of instances efforts have been made with a view 
to the exposure of the stock for sale on proper fair grounds only, 
where these are or can be provided. Such efforts have, however, 
very rarely proved successful, many of the inhabitants of the 
towns regarding with disfavour the proposed removal of the fairs 
from the streets. Animals crowded together on narrow streets on 
the occasions of fairs are doubtless subjected to ill-treatment with 
consequent depreciation, but the remedy is largely in the hands of 
the regular purchasers of live stock who attend at such places and 
who (acting possibly through their trade organisations) could 
refuse to purchase cattle when exposed for sale under these con- 
ditions. 

The sale of swine by live weight — a system which has been 
introduced into many of the pig-rearing 
sales op swine, centres — appears to be on the increase. 

Swine purchased in this manner are usually 
intended for Irish bacon curing establishments. 

The forestalling of fairs seems to be established in some districts 
of the country as a regular practice. The 
forestalling adoption of certain measures by owners of 

OF fairs. patents to protect the rights they possess, 

in connection with fairs to be held on speci- 
fied dates, has, in some instances, been successful in preventing 
this procedure, but where such rights do not exist, the sales of 
live stock before the regular fair days are of frequent occurrence. 
Members of the live stock trade associations have complained of 
the injury to their business caused by this procedure. It would 
seem, from enquiries made by the Department’s Inspectors into 
the matter, that sellers are encouraged to continue the practice by 
being able, on such occasions, to find ready markets for their 
animals; and it would be desirable that the trade organisations 
should exercise their influence in preventing the growth of a 
practice of which they, as associations, do not appear to approve. 

The Transit Inspectors of the Department were present during 
the year at railway stations on 383 occasions 
attendance of while the entrainment of animals from fairs 
transit inspectors was in progress. The Inspectors also 
at railway attended 364 fairs, and they report that both 
stations and at railway stations and fairs there was 
fairs. evidence of a general disposition to treat the 
animals more humanely than was formerly 

the case. 
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In a few instances complaints were received by the Department 
as to ill-treatment of animals at railway stations owing to defec- 
tive arrangements on the occasions of fairs. These matters were 
promptly enquired into by the Inspectors, and, where necessary , 
the railway companies concerned were communicated with in 
order that such structural alterations might be made at the 
stations as would prevent cause for similar complaint in future. 

Additional accommodation for the entrainment of animals has 
been provided at a number of the railway 
accommodation stations in different parts of the country, 
for animals at mainly on the suggestion of the Department 
stations. acting on reports received from their Inspec- 
tors. At some of the principal cattle stations 
the provision of additional facilities is still necessary, and has 
been the subject of correspondence between the Denarfcment and 
the companies concerned. 

The attention of the Department has again been drawn to the 
question of the speed at which live stock 
speed of live trains travel, and the advisability of prescrib- 
stock trains. ing a minimum rate of speed throughout the 
journeys has been urged. This matter was 
inquired into by a. Departmental Committee on Inland Transit of 
Animals appointed in 1897, and it was also brought before the 
Vice-Regal Commission on Irish Railways, but, in the 
absence of special legislation for the purpose, it does not appear 
that an order on the subject could be made by the Department. 
It is, however, open to question how far such a provision would 
be workable. Many “ live stock specials ” travel at : and main- 
tain, a high rate of speed, as far as safe running will allow; but 
a difficulty in maintaining such speed throughout the journey mav 
not infrequently arise, especially where single lines of railway are 
concerned, and also when trains— passenger or otherwise— from 
different parts of the country may be approaching the larger ports 
at nearly the same time. Cattle trains may then be blocked by 
each other or by passenger traffic. 

Railway companies have, from time to time, given proof of 
their desire to accelerate live stock trains ; but it is difficult to 
see how obstacles can be always overcome with safety to the 
public and to the traffic generally. The exertions of the staffs of 
the companies to despatch the cattle trains from distant fairs as 
soon as possible in the day are noticeable, and in this work thev 
can be, and frequently are, materially assisted bv the purchasers 
bringing their animals for entrainment at the earliest practicable 
moment. r 


The strike amongst the employes ot some of the railway com- 
panies, towards the latter part of the year. 
effects of . had a very detrimental effect on the" live 
railway strike, stock trade of those portions of the country 
. .... , concerned, and, in some instances, resulted 

m fairs being abandoned altogether, there being no adequate 
means ot conveying animals which might have been purchased. 
Even after the strike had been settled, the disorganisation it pro- 
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duced was seriously felt owing to the difficulty which arose at 
many stations in obtaining sufficient vehicles for the conveyance 
of live stock. This was due, in a large measure, to the demands 
of traders, generally, to have their delayed goods forwarded, and, 
in anticipation of the possible occurrence of a further strike, to 
have an early delivery of supplies for their Christmas trade. 
During this period complaints were received by the Department, 
on a number of occasions, from disappointed cattle traders as to 
the insufficiency of railway vehicles provided for their traffic. 
The railway companies concerned were addressed on the subject, 
but it was ascertained that, with few exceptions, the scarcity of 
wagons was due directly to the strike or to the resulting dis- 
organisation of traffic. Complaints as to insufficiency of trucks 
arise for the most part at a period of the year when numerous 
large fairs occur about the same time throughout the country. 
As mentioned in a previous report, the railway companies 
estimate the number of wagons to be supplied for a particular fair 
according to the requirements in this respect of the fair held at 
the same place twelve months previously. Occasionally the num- 
ber of vehicles necessary has been under-estimated ; while on the 
other hand, the fairs have sometimes been smaller than was 
expected, or there has been less buying, and the wagons provided 
have been in excess of the demand. 

It is understood that some of the larger railway companies have 
arranged for a considerable increase to their stock of wagons. 

The Inspectors have had occasion to draw attention to the 
undesirable practice which exists on some 
conveyance of railways of loading young calves or other 
small animals in small animals in the same wagons with full 
trucks. grown cattle. In some instances it was 

found that this had led to injury to the 
smaller animals. From correspondence which has taken place 
with one of the railway companies concerned, it would seem that, 
however desirous they were to prevent such loading, they con- 
sidered themselves powerless to prohibit it, in the absence of 
definite authority to do so. It appears desirable that provision 
should he made to enable the companies to deal effectively with 
the matter. 

The cleansing and disinfection of cattle pens at railway 
stations, and of railway vehicles, has been, 
cleansing and speaking generally, carried out satisfactorily. 
disinfection Tt has, however, been observed that, con- 
arrangements. trary to the Department’s recommendations, 
empty cattle wagons, in some instances, 
were sent to railway stations, while local fairs were in progress, 
without having been thoroughly cleansed and disinfected and 
made fit for the reception of animals. Unnecessary delay some- 
times occurs in the despatch of live stock trains owing to this 
cause, as the process of cleansing and disinfection has to be com- 
pleted before animals are placed in the vehicles. Besides, there 
is a great temptation on the part of persons in charge of live stock 
awaiting entrainment to put their animals into any wagon they 
find convenient, whether it is in proper order or not. 
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Representations were addressed to the Department to the effect 
that the boxes which convey horses on the railways are frequently 
not sufficiently cleansed and disinfected to prevent the likelihood 
of certain diseases being contracted by horses whilst occupying 
such vehicles. The matter is one of considerable importance, and 
is receiving the attention of the Department. 

The number of cattle-carrying vessels engaged in conveying 
animals between Ireland and Great Britain 
vessels employed during 1911 remained at one hundred and 
in the thirty-four (the same as in the previous 

live stock trade, year). Some of the older ships, however, 
were taken off the trade during the period 
and replaced by a like number of vessels of the newer type. Many 
of the vessels possess special fittings for horses as well as for 
other live stock. 

Efficient supervision has been maintained at each of the cattle 
exporting ports in regard to the manner in 
supervision of which live stock were put on board the 
shipments. vessels and then penned or otherwise secured 
for transit to Great Britain. This duty is 
primarily imposed on the staff of Ship Inspectors at each port, 
but, should anything of an irregular nature come under their 
notice in respect to this duty, they are required to draw the 
immediate attention of the Veterinary Inspectors to it. 

The Veterinary Inspectors at the ports issued, throughout the 
year, 55,666 Certificates of Health in respect 
veterinary to 695,529 cattle, 657,170 sheep, 342,340 
inspection at the swine, and 1,889 goats, all of which w T ere 
ports. exported to Great Britain and to the Isle of 

Man. Each of these animals was found to 
be free from disease and exhibited no appearance of unfitness to 
undergo the intended voyage without unnecessary suffering. 
Upon animals being found free from disease they are, "by direction 
of the Veterinary Inspectors, branded with a crown brand mark 
before shipment. This mark may remain on the animals until 
sold in the British markets, and, by some buyers, is apparently 
relied on as evidence that the live stock have come from Ireland 
and have passed veterinary inspection. In exemplification of 
this, it may be mentioned that complaints have reached the 
Department respecting the action of unscrupulous dealers in 
Great Britain w'ho, having imitated the brand mark in regard to 
cattle of an inferior class, obtained in Great Britain, sold them as 
Irish live stock to unsuspecting purchasers. The Department are 
considering how this matter may best be dealt with. 

It is satisfactory to note that only in the case of four consign- 
ments were any animals found to be affected with disease when 
presented for inspection at the ports. In each of these instances 
a number of sheep were discovered by the Veterinary Inspectors 
to be affected with scab. The diseased animals, together with 
those sheep with which they w r ere- in contact, were prevented 
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from being shipped. Suitable action was afterwards taken by 
the Department in respect of the illegal movement of the animals 
to the ports. 

The question of the inadequacy of the accommodation pro- 
vided for the inspection of animals at Belfast and the incon- 
venient situation of the principal inspection yard has again been 
the subject of negotiation. There is now reason to hope that a 
commodious yard will soon be provided at a more convenient site. 

During the year, 58 animals, amongst those presented for 
inspection at the ports, were considered by 
animals unfit for the Veterinary Inspectors to be unfit to 
shipment. undergo the intended voyages without un- 
necessary suffering. The owners or persons 
in charge, on their attention being drawn to the condition of the 
animals, withdrew them from shipment in each instance. These 
animals included some in-calf cows, regarding which it was con- 
sidered that calving during the voyage was reasonably probable. 
A number of cows, however, did calve on the voyages, notwith- 
standing that at the time of inspection there was nothing to 
indicate that calving would be likely to occur for some time. As 
has been mentioned in a previous report, cows may calve prema- 
turely owing to excitement caused by the unusual surroundings 
which pertain to shipment or to the motion of the vessels. The 
Department have under consideration further measures with a 
view to strengthening the hands of the Veterinary Inspectors in 
dealing with the shipment of in-calf cows at the cattle exporting 
ports.

There are still some of the cattle-exporting ports which do not 
possess an installation of electric light such as the Department 
require for this special purpose. Taking into consideration the 
fact that such inspections were originally intended to be made 
on exceptional occasions only, and having regard to the large 
number of animals which are now presented for examination 
after daylight, it seems that shippers take a greater advantage 
of this privilege than w r as intended. Live stock trains often 
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reach the ports at an hour of the night when very little time is 
available for examination of the animals within the prescribed 
limit. The Department have, in the circumstances, taken steps 
to ensure that inspection of live stock will not be impaired on 
this account. 


The Veterinary Inspectors examined at the ports and found 
free from disease 467 cattle, 16,824 sheep, 
inspection of and 6 store swine, which were admitted into 
imported animals. Ireland from Great Britain under special re- 
gulations. These animals were examined on 
board the vessels before being allowed to land. 

The Veterinary Inspectors at the ports issued licences in 1911 
for the movement of 323,574 fat swine and 
licensing of 18,766 store swine to specified places in

Licences were also granted by the Inspectors, under the Sheep 
(Movement from Ireland) Order of 1908 of 
licensing of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, in 

sheep to great respect to 16,266 sheep and lambs during 

Britain. the year 1911, as compared with 34,388 

sheep and lambs licensed in the previous 
year. These licences authorised the movement of the animals 
to specified markets, fair grounds, or sale yards in Great Britain, 
and exempted them from certain provisions as to sheep dipping, 
to which they otherwise would be subject. 

Owing to outbreaks of Foot and Mouth Disease which occurred 
in the south-west of England, the Depa-rt- 
DISINFECTION of ment considered it necessary to require all 
drovers. persons who were in contact with animals in 

or about the district concerned or on board 
ship in transit to certain ports in England, when entering Irish 
ports, to disinfect themselves and their clothing upon landing in 
Ireland. The number of persons so disinfected was compara- 
tively small. The process of disinfection, as on previous 
occasions, was carried out by the Department’s staff stationed at 
the ports. 


The requirements as to cleansing and disinfection of the 
inspection yards and lairs at ports, as well as 
cleansing and of the cattle-carrying vessels, were satis- 
disinfection, etc. factorily observed throughout the year.

The increase of casualties in 1911 was due to the very severe 
weather experienced by the cross-channel vessels during the 
closing months of the year, but the total has been greatly added 
to by the fact that, on one- voyage alone, 249 casualties were 
reported as having occurred among the live stock on the vessel 
concerned. 

This Act enables the Department to make Orders for the pro- 
tection of live poultry from unnecessary 
poultry act, 1911. suffering during transit and at markets, also 
for the cleansing and disinfection of fowl 
crates, etc. For some time past the Transit Inspectors of the 
Department have taken special notice of the conditions which 
apply to live poultry as conveyed by the Irish railways and steam- 
ships. It is evident that, from a humane point of view, consider- 
able improvement is desirable in this respect, apart from the 
question of depreciation which arises from ill-usage of the fowl, 
both in markets and during transit. 

The Department have been in consultation with the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries on the question of the provisions of an 
Order to he issued under the Poultry Act and which would apply 
to the transit of live poultry between Ireland and Great Britain.

The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland 
desire to transmit herewith, for the information of your Local Authority, 
copies of an Order made by the Department, on 31st ultimo, under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts, entitled the Sheep-Dipping (Ireland) Order of 

Order revokes and re-enacts the provisions previously contained in 
the Sheep-Dipping (Ireland) Order of 1910, with the following principal 
amendments, viz. : — c 

(i.) Article 6 (2). — A Declaration as to dipping in the Autumn Dipping 
Period will now be required to accompany sheep exposed for sale at 
any Fair, Market, or Sale-yard in Ireland from 1st September, inclusive, 
instead of, as previously, from 1st October. This change has been found 
tradT ary *° mGe * 5 eon< ^i°ns arising in connection with the sheep export 

(ii.) Article 9. — The time allowed sheep-owners for sending into the 
Tolioe the required Declaration at the close of each Dipping Period has 
been extended to twenty-eight days, instead of, as formerly, a fortnight. 
It is hoped that this change will diminish the probability of offences 
against the Declaration requirements. 

, ° ther respects the new Order is practically identical with the Order 
of 1910. 

A Notice drawing attention to the provisions of the Order is also enclosed, 
and the Department will, as before, forward in due course a supply of such 
Notice for posting throughout the District of your Local Authority. Copies 
will at the same time be sent to the Police to be displayed at the various 
Barracks. ^ 

A revised list of approved dips suitable for use under the Order is now 
m preparation, and copies thereof, when available, will be sent to your Local 
Authority. 

The Department will further arrange, as in recent years, for the distribu- 
tion to sheep-owners of envelopes (specimens enclosed) containing Forms 
* or lise under the Order ; but with a view of meeting the possibility 
of this supply proving insufficient, the Local Authority should provide, on 
their part, for the printing and distribution to the Police Stations in their 
District of a moderate additional stock of the B (i.), B (ii.), C (i.) and C (ii.) 
Forms. The Police will continue to give the same assistance as before in 
relation to the carrying out of the Order. 

In conclusion it is suggested that one of the accompanying further copies 
of the Circular, No. 4507/07, of 12th September, 1907, "on the subject of 
precautions against the pollution by dip of streams, etc., containing fish, 
should be sent to each Inspector of the Local Authority who rnav have to do 
with the working of the Order.

SlR ’ At a meeting, on 30th ultimo, of the Council of Agriculture established 
by the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, one of 
the subjects discussed was the damage suffered by farmers through the 
worrying of sheep by dogs. 

As a result of the discussion the Department undertook to bring again 
to the notice of those Local Authorities whose districts are not at present 
subject to regulations respecting dogs, the powers exercisable as to the making 
of such regulations. 

In pursuance of Section 2 of the Dogs Act, 1906, two kinds of regulations 
can be put in force, viz. : — 

(a.) for prescribing and regulating the wearing by dogs, while in a 
highway or in a place of public resort, of a collar with the name 
and address of the owner inscribed on the collar or on a plate or 
badge attached thereto; 

(h.) with a view to the prevention of worrying of cattle, for preventing 
dogs or any class of dogs from straying during all or any of the 
hours between sunset and sunrise ; 

and I have now to invite your Local Authority to consider anew the 
propriety of making for their district regulations of either or both these 
kinds, specimens of which will be found enclosed. I have to add that 
regulations of the nature indicated at (a.) can, if desired, be issued by the 
Local Authority forthwith, under the Dogs (Ireland) Order of 1906, but 
for regulations of the kind referred to at (b.) a special empowering Order 
will be necessary, winch the Department will be prepared to make without 
delay on receiving a request in the matter from the Local Authority. 

It is hoped that your Local Authority may decide to take action on the 
lines above indicated, mo-re especially in respect of the control of dogs at 
night, as it is very desirable that no suitable means should be lacking for 
protecting sheep from the depredations of dogs. 

Returns received from the Police show r that the numbers of sheep killed 
by dogs in the country during the past five years were as follows : —

There can be little doubt that such figures as these must represent at 
times serious loss to individual farmers.

The Department request that this Order — the effect of which is to allow 
sheep exposed for sale in Ireland from 1st to 27th September, inclusive, to 
be accompanied, if the owners so prefer, by a Declaration as to dipping' 
within 28 days preceding the date of such exposure, instead of by the 
Declaration as to dipping after 31st August which would otherwise be neces- 
sary — may be published by your Local Authority in a newspaper circulating 
in their district for the information of sheep-owners.
